Af Rocky Fork 


Floor of Lake 


Being Cleared

Work has been resumed on Roc­ 
ky Fork Lake, for which the state 
recently set aside $131,000 for com­ 
pletion. 


The lake bottom is to be cleared 
of timber and brush, and other im ­ 
provements made so that the lake 
may be in the best condition pos­ 
sible. 
The old McCoppin mill dam is 
being replaced. It is just below the 
main dam, and was opened when 
construction started so that back 
water would not interfere with the 
work. 
Work of building bathing beach­ 
es and road fills will soon get under 
way. 
A large bathing beach is to be 
consturcted on the south side of the 
lake. 
Three road fills, which will re ­ 
quire moving a great amoung of 
dirt, are to be made. T\\o are on 
what is known as the County Home 
Road and the other on the Lucas 
Road. 
The county is building the bridg 
es and the state is to make the 
fills. The fills 
are necessary to 
raise the roads above lake level. 
Wells must be drilled to provide 
pure water and sanitation must be 
given attention. 
Parking areas also are to be pro­ 
vided. 
The dam gates cannot be closed 
until considerable work is done.

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Many People Confused As To Foreign Aid 


There is an amazing amount of loose 
end uninformed talk among many peo­ 
ple regarding the foreign aid issue. 
The Truman administration New Deal 
leaders appear to be especially hard at 
work, using an old propaganda stunt, to 
obscure some of the real facts by creat­ 
ing an impression that opposition to some 
of the Truman demands for expenditure 
means that opponents are against any 
aid to foreign countries. 
The constant charge of “isolationist” 
is hurled at most of those who urge cau­ 
tion in heavy expenditures for Europe 
and other foreign lands. 
Hostility to the entire principle of aid 
to other countries is intimated to be the 
purpose of those who oppose the Truman 
big spending plans. Nothmg could be 
further from the truth as any student of 
the situation, hearing and learning the 
facts, will be quick to see. 
American taxpayers know that certain 
assistance to foreign nations must come 
ultimately from their definitely limited 
resources. Even with the best will in 
the world, however, it is impossible for 
our country to go on inch finitely in the 
effort to feed, clothe, shelter and recon­ 
struct the backward nations of the earth 
or to rebuild the shattered economies of 
Europe.

O ur Losses 
If the stalemate war in Korea continues 
without a real truce or a big offensive 
developing, about one-half million Amer­ 
ican youth will be kept engaged in the 
Korean combat area. Casualties are ex­ 
pected to level off at about one thousand 
a month, or twelve thousand a year. 
American plane losses are expected to be 
a thousand a year, and the cost of the 
Korean war to the American taxpayers 
is estimated at about $7.5 billion a year. 
Under present circumstances, the w a r 
may drag'on for a long time, and more 
young Americans will be drafted. Up to 
date, a million American families have 
supplied sons for the Korean fighting, and 
approximately 110,000 American youth 
have become casualties—of which i7,000 
have been killed in action. An additional 
400,000 have been non-combat casualties. 
Non-combat casualties consist of every­ 
thing from death in plane and other acci­ 
dents, loss of hands and feet from frost­ 
bite, to minor illnesses.

What Kind o f W ar Is This? 
By Hal Boyle 


NEW YORK—{JV-There 
is 
* 
w ry date on the world’s calendar 
this month—the beginning of the 
third year of the Korean war. 
Barring a resumption of large- 
scale fighting or a sudden and 
successful conclusion of the truce 
talks, the end of the second year 
of the conflict will find both sides 
roughly where they were when it 
started. June 
25, 
1950—astride 
the 38th Parallel. 
They have been virtually stale­ 
m ated for nearly a year, through 
l l months of almost ceaseless 
talks about a cease fire agree­ 
ment. 


Both sides pow are incom par­ 
ably stronger than they were at 
the outset of the war. But the 
dismaying fact is that in the last 
year, despite day-and-night ham ­ 
mering by Allied planes, the en­ 
em y has doubled his troops along 
the front from 500,000 
men to 
1,000.000. He has 600 tanks and 
arm ored guns ready, more than 
twice the number he had in 1950 
His artillery is also greater. His 
airpower has doubled or trebled. 
The Allies virtually destroyed 
the first enemy—the North Ko­ 
rean Army. Their main foe now 
is the Chinese Reds, arm ed with 
m any of the latest and best w ea­ 
pons 
made 
by Soviet 
Russia, 
which remains serenely out of 
the battle. 
Both Congress and the nation, 
w eary of Russia’s w ar of nerves, 


backed President T rum an's d e ­ 
cision to go into Korea. 
It looked at the start as only a 
job for the regular Army — an 
Oriental grassfire that c o u l d 
quickly be stamped out. But to­ 
day most of the Americans in 
uniform in Korea are civilians, 
called to duty. Month by month 
the war has touched more and 
more U. S. families. 
There is a great unrest about 
this strange twilight, faroff strug­ 
gle that goes on and on and has 
cost this nation alone some 109,- 
000 casualties. Americans aren't 
used to seeing themselves in the 
plight of a man who has got his 
hand stuck in flypaper and can ’t 
paw it off. 
“ What kind of a war is this?” 
they say, impatiently. ‘‘Let s get 
it over with.” 
But as of now only three things 
can be said for sure about the 
Korean business: 
1. It did not stop in its tracks 
the attem pt of Communism 
to 
expand by blunt force. 
2. It woke up America to the 
bitter truth it w asn’t ready to de 
fend itself, and had become the 
fat boy of the post-war world. 
3. It shows no signs of ending 
soon. 
Some critics of United Nations 
policy believe the Allies should 
m ass more men and weapons 
and sm ash through the Chinese 
Reds to the Yalu River. 
T hat probably could be done, 


at the price of heavy casualties. 
But the dilem m a of the top com 
mand is this: Would that end the 
Korean w ar, or only precipitate 
the third world war? The Yalu 
River also is near Siberia. Rus­ 
sia has gone to extrem e lengths 
to keep satellite states between 
her 
and 
any 
possible 
enemy. 
Would she stand idly by while a 
great foreign land arm y cam e to 
the red raw nerve of her Si­ 
berian frontier? Or 
would 
she 
throw her own Siberian arm y in­ 
to action, and perhaps sim ultan­ 
eously m arch into Europe? 
It is this possibility th at holds 
us in deadlock in Korea. 
But meanwhile, the forces of 
the 
free 
world 
are 
building. 
There also rem ains one diplom at­ 
ic avenue that h asn’t been pub­ 
licly explored. As time goes on, 
will Red China be content to re ­ 
main a catspaw of Russia ? Tito 
wasn't. Can a way be found to 
drive a wedge between the end­ 
less manpower of China and the 
mushrooming 
industrial 
might 
of Russia? 
The Allied diplomat who can 
succeed in doing that might save 
a million lives on the battlefield 
But the disheartening certainty 
is that of now, after nearly two 
years of accordian-like w arfare, 
we do not know whether we have 
m ade of Korea a bulwark of fu­ 
ture peace or only the laboratory 
for a more terrible third World 
War.

Many cases of tuberculosis of 
the skin are now reported to be 
yielding to a combination of the 
newer drugs, including vitamin 
D-2. This can be a disfiguring and 
ugly disease when left uncured. 
Tuberculosis of the skin, which 
has the medical nam e of lupus 
vulgaris, is no longer very com ­ 
mon. but it still appears in some 
people. In m any cases, skin tu ­ 
berculosis occurs without any evi­ 
dence of lung infection. 


Men and Women Affected 
One study of this disease m ade 
in France, shows that it affects 
about an equal num ber of men 
and women. In most patients the 
disease begins in young adult­ 
hood, 
When occurring at 
this 
time, it is more prevalent in p e r­ 
sons under 20 years of age. 
There is a p o s s ib ly that too 
little sunshine m ay help bring on 
skin tuberculosis, since a third of 
the men patients were miners. 


Adequate 
treatm ent for long 
periods brought good results in 
more 
than 
half of the group 
mentioned. The drugs used are 


streptomycin, one of the new an­ 
tibiotics, t o g e t h e r with PAS. 
Large doses of the drugs are giv­ 
en daily by mouth. 
Following this, the patients re ­ 
ceive heavy weekly doses of vita­ 
min D-2 for six months. Large 
doses of the vitamin, it is believ­ 
ed play a most im portant role in 
overcoming the disease. 
As a result of this treatm ent, 
fibrous and scar tissue surrounds 
the infected skin, which finally 
disappears. 
Thus, a combination of drugs 
can now cure m any patients who 
were 
previously doomed 
to a 
chronic and disfiguring disease. 


QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 
W. K.: How does a child get 
tuberculosis meningitis? 
Answer: 
Usually, 
the 
child 
picks up the infection from an 
adult. It m ay be the first type of 
tuberculosis to show itself in the 
child's body, or be a p art of a 
generalized tuberculosis process. 
This disease was considered a1 
" a y s fatal until recently, when 
excellent results have been on- 
trined in some cases by early 
treatm ent with streptomycin.

Great 
Britain, of course, was not the 
"g iver of peace,” but an im per­ 
ialist 
power

spread over all the earth. British 
economy was based on the im ­ 
port of raw m aterials from dis 
tant colonies and other areas for 
m anufacture in 
England 
and 
Scotland Subsequently, the man 
ufactured 
goods 
were 
shipped 
back to the colonies and other 
areas and a profit was m ade on 
every phase of the transaction, 
including 
shipping, 
insurance 
and exchange. 


F or p art of this im perialist pe 
nod, G reat Britain opposed local 
m anufacturers, which is one rea 
son why she lost the A merican 
colonies. 
A f t e r the 
rise 
of 
t h e U n i t e d S t a t e s , G er­ 
m any and Jap an 
to 
industrial 
strength, the British fought a los­ 
ing battle to keep them out of 
the m ternatonal m arket. In time. 
he gave up free trade, imposed 
imperial preference, which was 
aimed principally at the United 
States, established cartels, p a r­ 
ticularly in raw m aterials some 
of which, such as rubber and 
cocoa, operated to the detrim ent 
of the American m anufacturer. 
‘ Imperial preference” still ob­ 
tains.” 


The United States has never 
been engaged in widespread eco­ 
nomic imperialism and therefore 
its problems, its motivations and 
its tariffs have 
been 
different 
from those of G reat Britain. We 
imported, for a large part o f our 
300-year history, population, cap­ 
ital and machinery and exported 
foodstuffs and raw materials. Our 
task was to reduce the import of 
capita I and machinery: we ac­ 
complished the latter through the 
tariff, the form er by our super­ 
ior productivity and by the rein­ 
vestment of profits in industry. 
Hoffman justifies free trade on 


the basis that we have already, 
willy-nilly, become 
an 
interna­ 
tional WPA. Why did we become 
an international WPA? Was it ec­ 
onomic necessity or screwy poli­ 
tics? Were we forced into such 
a situation by an unrealistic one 
world concept which has brought 
us perm anent w ar? This is what 
Paul Hoffman says: 


. .Under such circumstances 
other nations could not afford to 
continue buying from us unless 
we gave them money And that is, 
of course, exactly what we h ave 
had to do through a dozen loan 
and grant schemes, starting from 
after World W ar I right down to 
our present ECA 
American aid 
to Western 
Europe during the 
last thirty-five years has am ount­ 
ed to some $22,000,000,000 exclu­ 
sive of direct w ar outlays 
This 
w as—apart from geniune phil­ 
anthropic motives—a w ay of sub­ 
sidizing our exports, for prac­ 
tically all the A merican money 
that went abroad never stayed 
there; it always returned to buv 
American goods ” 


Money did not return to buy 
American goods That is an econ 
om ist’s fiction 
We mostly ex 
ported the equivalent rn goods 
We gave aw ay, for 
free, 
our 
natural resources We set up the 
steam shovels and ripped out our 
iron ore and our copper and lead 
and zinc and gave them away 
in 
the 
form 
of 
m anufactured 
goods—in some cases, as in Sov 
iet Russia, eventually to be used 
against us in w ar. 


And more than that, we are 
now in peril of becoming a de­ 
pendent nation for our princi­ 
pal raw' m aterials
